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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 
Response to Arguments 

1 . It appears the applicant has overlooked the client/server modification as cited by 
the examiner, stating Nehab does not include certain elements merely because "there is 
no motivation for separating the two components." Examiner disagrees; there are 
several reasons for separating the webprinter from the host machine. First and 
foremost, it allows the user to store only the profile on the client, therefore allowing the 
server to carry out the processing and therefore freeing up processing cycles for the 
client to pursue other endeavors. Secondly, it allows a central server to store a single 
program which multiple clients may use. This in itself has several benefits; updates and 
troubleshooting may be effected simply by updating the server software as opposed to a 
widespread distribution of an update to multiple client machines. Finally, this 
architecture reduces costs by allowing the expensive processing apparatus to be 
centraNy shared, thereby reducing the hardware requirements and costs of the client 
machines. In view of these reasons which were well-known in the art at the time of 
invention, Examiner asserts there is ample motivation to modify Nehab as cited. 

2. The modified Nehab invention meets all the 'arguments' posed by the applicant 
on pages 8-10, 17-20, and 21-23 of the Final Rejection dated 8/07/06. Examiner directs 
Applicant's attention to 8-10, where the modification and interpretation of Nehab is 
detailed. Request for traversal of rejections is denied.
